DETAILED ACTION 

Claims 1-13, as amended 21 September 2009, are currently pending. 

Double Patenting 

1. Due to the amendments to the claims in this Application and the related copending 
Application, No. 10/579,194, the double patenting rejection is withdrawn. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

2. Claims 1-13 are allowed. 

3. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The claims now 
clearly recite that the module requires first and second module bodies such that each module 
body has a plate type module header insertion layer which has a plurality of hollow fiber 
membrane openings and a plate type diffusion layer. The fact that both module bodies include 
these elements differentiates the claims from the prior art. None of the prior art references fairly 
teach, suggest or provide motivation to one of ordinary skill in the art to arrive at the claimed 
invention.
